l. The following information received from the non-commissioned 
Officer in Charge, Detachment 1905-1, 1905th AACS Squadron, Medford Muni- 
cipal Airfield, Medford, Oregon, is submitted in accordance with USaF 
Letter, subject "Reporting of Information on "Flying Discs" dated 6 Feb- 
ruary 1948. 


2. “At approximately 1130P, 8 Aug 49, a shiny object was seen in the 
sky by a member of this Detachment and reported to the writer. Almost ime 
mediately thereafter, another such object was sighted, and the Control To=- 
wer was requested to locate and attempt to identify the objects, since the 
altitude was too great for accurate observation without the aid of binocu- 
lars. ‘The Control Tower operator on duty anaa, reported to 
Seattle Air Traffic Control and McChord Flight Service that he had seen three 
(3) silver-colored objects at an undetermined altitude, apparently with con- 
ventional wings, going "very fast", An informal conversation with Lr Sie 
gan revealed that the objects sighted appeared to be moving at a speed com- 
parable to or gretter than that of standard jet aircraft, and an unofficial 
altitude estimate of thirty thousand (20,000) feet. No accurate altitude 
estimate could be obtained, due to the absence of clouds to form a basis 
for such an estimates However, a United Air Lines DC-4 in the vicinity at 
seventeen thousand (17,000) feet reported to the Tower that he was unable 
to see any strange objects; therefore, presumably the objects can be def- 
initely determined to have been above that height. Further investigation 
by means of aircraft proved fruitless, since the objecte were not seen 
again for some time prior to their arrival. Numbers of revorts were re- 
ceived of sightings after it was generally known that some strange objecte 
had been seen; but it is believed that these sightings were balls of this-
